WINS SPURS IN POLICE COURT

The Two Prosecuted Coxey and Captain
Brown—They Fight Many Bat-
tles Together.

For the past week the Assistant Dis-
trict Attorney, Alexander R. Muilowny,
has been working hard in his old office
in the Police Court to ¢lear up all his

business ®here, for tomorrow he steps
into the office made vacant by the
resignation of Assistant District Attor-

ney Tom Taggart.

From now on Mr. Mullowny, who for
more than a decade prosecuted offenders
bLrought to the United States branch of
the Police Coust, will conduct prosecu-
tions before the higher criminal courts
in the City Hall. He was called in to
assist District Attorney Beach in the
Rachel Ann Beall homicide case about
two months ago, and a strong personal
friendship was the result Mr. Beach
recognized his assistant’s sterling quali-
tles and thorough knowledge of criminal
law, with which he is familiar In all its
branches, and decided to call him to the
main office. This is a promotion for
Mr. Mullowny, and his friends con-
gratulated him warmly upon having at
last earned for himself an enviable pro-
motion after years of hard and tedious
jabor in the Police Court 1

Ralph Given Like Him.

Mr. Mullowny is succeeded by a man
©f the same caiiber as himself, Ralph
Given, a Washington boy, who worked
himself up &rom a grocery clerk and of-
fice boy to the position of Assistant Dis-
trict Atiorney in the Police Court.

For four years he had the same rank
as Mr. Mullowny in the Assistant Dis-

triet Attorney's office, but because of
seniority and longer service he came
under Mr. Mnullowny. The two were

most intimate throughout thelr connec-
tion with the office, and are the best
of friends. Although Mr. Mullowny re-
alized that his new office is a direct pro-
motion he reluctantly pulled up stakes
from the Police Court, where was
so well and widely known and enjoyed
the good will of practically all of the
attorneys and judges who transacted
business there.
Native of Richmond.

Alexander Mullowny was born in Rich-
mond in 1868. His parents came 10
Washington when he was still in knee
breeches and he aitended the Washing-

ton public schools. He finished the
grammar schools and that was as far
as he ¢ & go because the high schools
were atl Lat time in course of construc-
tion hi¢ decided to be an architect,

and entered the offices of two prominent
architects In Washington. After re-
maining there for several years he
thought he would like to study law, and
attended the National University
Law, graduating in the 80s. Taking
the bar examination he passed with high

of

honors, and the d he was admitted
to practice he was pointed as an as-
sistant district attorney, having made
application for vacant position in the
office several weeks before taking the
examination He remained in the City
Hall for several months, and in the
80's was assigned to the Police Court,
where he did exceptionally weil for a
new man.

Crime seemed to be on the ase at
tha® time, and he was given r assist-
ant, a clerk to remain in office while
he was in court or out of the butid-
ing. e young man was Ralph Glven,

Born in Washington.

Mr. Given was born in Washington
on October 10, 1868 He attended the
public schools. but as there were no

high schocls when he finished the gram-

mar grades, he started out Lo work, ob-
taining a position as an office boy In
the offices of Worthington & Heald

While sitting alone In the office he look-

ed over the boo in the library, and |
studied into "technical points of law.

In this manner he got a smattering of
law, and thought he would like to

emulate the prosperous attorneys for

whom he worked.

A chance to make more money was af-

forded in John A. Magruder's grocery

store, and he accepted the position., With

the substantial Increase in his salary
he started out to study law, and had
sufficient money to b books out of
which he studied law at home. In 1801
he was appointed a clerk in the office
of District Att now ex-Judge, C.
C. Cole, of the Suvreme rt of the
District. He was made a clerk, and re- |

mained in Mr.Cole's room for about three

months, when he was detailed to help

On the day he was admitted to the |
bar he was made Assistant District At- |
torney, and Mr. Mullowny was relieved
of some of the work in his office and |
in court, for en proved to be an
able assistant and A good prosecutor.
Together they worked hard and faith-

fully, and gave satisfaction. It is doubt-
ful if two younger or more energetic
and enthusiastic prosecutors ever rep-
resented the Government in a case. Both
men entered into the cases at bar with
thelr whole heart, and dld their utmogs
to convict parties they believed to be
gullty, and in the majority of cases, won
out.

Among the famous personages pros«
suted by the two was General Coxey,
leader of Coxcy's army, which invaded
the city during Cleveland's last Admin- 1

fstration. Coxey and hils henchmen

walked upon the grass at the Capltol

ard as that was the only charge that
could be puar against them they were
Jdaken to court and turned over to th

Yssistant District Attorneys to be pros

ecuted. Coxey was convicted after a
hard fight and sentenced to pay a fiue
of 310 or serve thirty days in jall. Con-

siderable attention was paid to the case
the court room was thronged with
persons brought there by curlosity.

Mullowny Turns Policeman.

Mr. Mullowny saw Captain Brown, of
Coxey’'s army, In court and learned that
he had also trod upon the sacred sward
&t the Capito! grounds, and forthwith
grabbed him by the collar, threw him
into the dock, and then filed an Informa-
tion against him and obtained a convie-
tlon. This caused & rumpus in Congress,
a8 a4 member of the lower house rose on
the toor several days after the convic-
tion of the two men and asgked that an
inveatigation be made in order to ascer-
taln how Captain Brown was arrested.
